Added to hls illness wae the grief for 
his wife, whose denth occurred abou 
two months ago. 

The decensed's Dome waes nhont two 
and a half mile south of Bicknell. 
but he has for two weeks Leen lying 
with his san whose home !s fn the 
tawn. Atording to the story told by 
tha daughter-in-law she had asked 
and on being fold that he thaughr he 
could cat same beef souy, had pur- 
chased the beef and wns getting the 
water to put with lt when he 
searched for the knife anil ent his 
throat. He is survived hy four rana. 
One of his nephews, Charles HII, te- 
sides al Vincennes, and lIa employed at 
the King’s hotel. . 

Coroner Beckes of Vincennes lor 
been informed of the suleide and this 
afternoon will conduct the Inquest. 
Aa yet no arrangements have been 
made for the funeral services.

THREE MEN KILLED IN FEARFUL 
POWDER EXPLOSION AT COALMONT 


Press Room of the United States Pewter Company’s Plant Blown to 
Atoms Early This Moming, Resulting’in Dreadful Loss of Life-- 
Injury of Three Men--One Miraculously Escaped Serious Injury. 


LOSS TO PLANT IS SAID TO BE $6,000 


Cause for the Disastrous Explosion is Not Known--Scene of Horribly 
Burned Victims Baffles Description and Hundreds of Peoplef! 
Flock to the Place of Accident--Men’s Clothing all Burned From 


Bodies--Shock Felt Plainly in Sullivan

Coalmont, Ind., March 17.—As the 
result of a disastrous expiasfon In the 
[rosa room of the United States Pow- 
der mills, two miles west of here. 
three men are dend, one ie expected 
to dle and two wera serlously though 
nat fainlly injured. The dend are 
George Garby, Creto Simon and Lon 
Smith and the injured nro Charles 
Myers, “Toy” Garby and Sam Stew- 
art. 

The explosion, the cause of which 
has not been made known by the 
management, occurred about 7:20 
this morning and conalderable dam- 
nge in breaking out windowr was 
dane here. People were terribly 
frightened, and soon after the ex- 
plosion a panic reigned for about n 
half hour, during whitch time nearly 
everybody in Coolmont waa hasten- 
ing to the scene of the disaster. Thou- 
sands of neople were on the scene by 
19 o'clock. many coming Cram Terre 
Haute. Three hundred, people came 
from Linton, ` 

The force of the explosion threw 
Crete Simon about 300 feet. He 
was dend when picked up immediately 
after the explosion. George Gorby 
wes thrown a distance of 300 yards 
and wag also dead when found, and 
burned almost beyond recognition. 
Tha bady of Lon Smith was found 
near the scene of the explosion, and 
he lived three quartera of an hour af- 
ter he was picked up. Smith was a 
carpenter living at Brazil and had 
just entered the press room when the 
fearful explosion occurred. He {fs un- 
married. 

Stewart and Myers were taken into 
the hospital at Tarra Haute. Ther 
were perhaps fatelly burned. “Toy” 
Gorby wae only slightly Injured. He 
saved himself from perhaps fatal 
burne by jumping Into a small poo! 
of water near the plant. The fire was 
at once extinguished and he sustained 
turns only on the arms. He wae 
standing outaide the press room whea 
the explosion occurred. 

800 Kegs of Powder. 

The explosion occurred in Pressa 
room No. 2, and 300 kogs of pow- 
der went up In amoke. The plant 
cavara æn area of about 600 acres 
and the distance which the bolldings 
of the plant are apart prevented more 
disastrous resnitz. The bulidings are 
No fire fal- 


rome 700 feet apart. 
lowed the explosion. The damages 
are estimated at 34,000. The bulld- 


ing In which the explosion occurred 
wns a room 60 by 30 feet In aize. 
Four Men in Room. 

The explosion occurred at about 
7:20 and work for the day had just 
commenced. Thore were four men in 
the press room at the time, the men 
who were killed, and Myers, who ia 
still living, but hopes for his recav- 
ery are not entertained. The clothing 
of the men was ali burned off and 
they were burned almost beyond rec- 
ognitlon. 
° War Pitifal sight. 

The weeping and walling of the 
family and frlenda of the dead and 
Injured man was almost beyond de- 
scription, end thair agony an reaching 
the scene and sealing the deed, burned 
beyond recognition, was moat pitiful. 
George Gorby, one of the dead, la-a 
man of about 45 and leaves a wife 
and three children, The other derd 
aro singla men. 

The cries of the children and the 
walling of the wife could be heard for 
a helf mile. : 

Waa First Accident, 

The plant has been in operation 
for a period af three years and has 
made the unusual record of having 
no aceléents of any kind untfl thla 
time. Hvery precaution is taken to 
prevent accidente and the law ls con- 
forined with*in avery particular. 

Crowd Stayed on Scene. 

Up until neon the crawd which 
gathered econ after the explosion, Te- 
mained on the s¢ene and all morning 
riga were coming to the scene from 
all parts of the country. The plant of

The small amount of damaga dane 
here by tha exploalon can hardly be 
acounted for. So far there has been 
very little damage reported with the 
exception of several windows In the 
business houses and other places oyor 
town being smashed. 


Panic Averted, 3 

Although ‘the children had for the 
most part gathered at the school 
building when the exploalon occurred 
It wos befdre the schoo! had convened, 
and it is thought that what might 
have Leen a serious panic wos averted 
in that way. School wos entirely sus- 
pended on account of the large num- 
her who went ta the scene of the ex- 
plosion, ond many haying friends and 
relatives nt wark in the mills were 
promptly dismissed and allowed to go 
home. 

Tinton Sends Omwd. 


Linton, Ind.. Marth 17.—About 
3090 neonle left here eariy thia marn- 
ing over the Souther Indiana for 
Coalmont ta visit the scene of the 
powder mli? explosion. Many of the 
miners were not working and as soon 
as the word reached here they board- 
ed the tralu in large groupa and lead- 
ed toward the scene of the disaster. 
The injured ond killed were pretty 
generally known here. “Many citizens 
raport that they dbserved the smoke 
madea by the exploston and the ma- 
jarity of the people here felt tha earth 
trambla violently. 

Go From Farmershurg. 

Fully a score of people are sald ta 
have gone to Coalmont from Farmers- 
burg In livery rigs or private convey- 
ances. The shock wos plainiy telt 
thare and many saw the smoke. 

OI Man Saw Amoke. 

Wiliam Blount the driver of the 
Standard O!] wagon, here says that 
he was at the tanks north of town 
shortly after 7 o'clock Tuesday morn- 
Ing and that be was filling hls cana on 
the wagon. Suddenly the can was 
almost thrown fram his hand and his 
horses atarted up slightiy. He looked 
about him and in an [Instant anw a 
large cioud of white smoke rising to- 
ward the east and floating up Into the 
aky. He said he thought It had 
been some kind of sn explosion, but 
bad no Idea what it wes. 

He did not loarn the cause of hia 
Premature excitement until he had 
driven up town and had started on 
his rounds. By thia time several bad 
mada rather Indirect talaphone in- 
quirtes and he was informed that the 
powder mil) had blown up. 

Sullivan Is Shaken. 

The shock of the explosion waa 
felt as plainly here as when the pow- 
der mill at Fontanet exploded with so 
great a Joss of life last fall and the 
moment after the shock residents of 
tha town were‘ aeen running out of 
doors and Jooking un and down the 
strects, calling to their nalghbors and 
making Inquirles about the causa of 
the shock, In come ingtancea dishes 
were thrown from the shelves in the 
kitchen and windows rattled. Sav- 
eral instances hava been reparted af 
whera women about their household 
dutles: were thrown from chairs to 
the floor hy the force af the explasion. 
Buildings on ihe square shook and

in many of the stores.

For the second time in less than Bix 
months, a disastrous powder mill ex- 
plogion occurred this morning when 
the press mill at the United States 
powder company’s plant at Coalmont 
in the extreme southwest corner of 
Clay county blew up., 

Various reports have been poce er 
from Coalmont as to the number of 
killed and injured and the amount of | 
damage done and authentic news is 
almost unobtainable on account of the 
excitement prevailing there. Accord- 
ing to the most authentic information 
three men were killed outright and 
four or five injured. , The list af-dead 
and injured reported is as follows:

The Coalmont 
mill was erected by a stock company 
of coal operators of the Sullivan and 
Greene county fields; and had been ‘in 
operation about three years. It had a 
capacity @f 1,000 kegs of finished pow- 
der a day 4nd was not as large as the 
Fgnfanet mill.
